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Tur Expactant MOTHER 


The health and well-being of 
the expectant mother are of 
great importance. Obviously, 
they mean a great deal to the 
woman herself, Her condition 
during pregnancy has a direct 
effect upon the expected baby, | ’ 
The far-reaching benefits of a 
proper start in life are general- 
ly recognized, and so it is that 
the health of the expectant 
mother has a great deal to do 
with both the present and the 
future health of her child. 

While pregnancy is a normal 
physiological function, it never- 
theless places an unusal strain 
upon the body. This strain, the 
normal woman is quite capable 
of meeting. She can do so wjth|' 
greater ease and comfort if she 
has pre-natal care. and, at the 
same time, she can, through 
such care, avoid the dangerous 
abnormal conditions which 
sometimes develop during preg- 
nancy 

Pre-natal care simply means 
that the expectant mother 
placos herself under the super- 
vision of her doctor and follows 
his instruction. This is not a 
difficult thing to do, but because 
it is not done, we find arising 
out of pregnancy,'a considerable 
amount of suffering and not a 
few deaths which could be pre- 
vented, 


pre-natal supervision. This 
supervision should begin early 
in pregnancy and continue 
throughout the entire period, 
The need for it is disregarded 
by most wamen because they 
know of so many others who 
have had their babies without 
notwithstanding’ the 
fact that they did not call their 
doctor until the time of the 
confinement, 

It is quite true that such is 
the case sometimes. Unfortan- 
ately, however, it is not.always 
so, and the expectant mother 
should be told that occasionly 
pregnancy does not go smooth- 
ly and that if accidents are to 
be avoided, she should take the 
necessary precautions, which, 
in this matter, imply regular 
pre-natal supervision. 

The abnormal conditions 
which oecur do not, asa rule, 
develop suddenly, although to 
the woman and her family it 


may appear as if they did. If, |
